Reveal $300,000 Theft of State Funds 
By Former New Jersey Governor 


TRENTON, N. J. d’.Pi — Form er 
governor Harold G. Hoffman took 
$300,000 in state funds to cover an 
11-year series of bank embezzle 
ments, officials indicated today. 
A confession made public after 
Hoffman's death revealed the em ­ 
bezzlements. Subsequent investiga 
tion pointed to the final grand theft 
of funds from the state’s temporary 
disability insurance fund. 
State Treasurer Archibald S 
M- 
exander said the state had $1,200,- 
OOO on deposit in three accounts at 
the South Amboy, N.J., bank where 
Hoffman had been an officer. Bank 
records credited the state fund 
with only $900,000. 
John J Toolan, counsel for the 
bank, said the latest juggling of 
funds may have occurred as late 
as five years ago. 
“There 
is 
some 
information 
which warrants the belief that the 
shortage may exist in some state 
account over which the late Harold 
G. Hoffman had control,” he said. 
“There is no shortage at the bank.” 
Hoffman was governor of New 
Jersey from 1935 to 1938. He later

streamliner, City of New Orleans 
Castle asked the court to reverse 
an Illinois Supreme Court ruling 
which held that the Illinois Corn 
merce Commission had no author 
ity to decide whether there was 
segregation aboard the train 
The commission 
originally or 
dered the road to cease practices 
which “ subjected Negro passen 
,ger to prejudice and disadvantage 
and discrimination ” 
The commission’s order was up 
held by a Superior Court decision 
(jut subsequently was reversed by 
the Illinois Supreme Court 
The State Supreme Court ruled 
that such issues lie solely within 
the* jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and that 
the state commission “ has no jo 
risdiction
